It 
is bad news, therefore, to read that 
the House of Representatives re- 
jected the conference committee's 
compromise tax bill this week. 


All this year the House and Sen- 


ate .have been trying to get togeth- 
er on a new tax schedule—and it 
won't go well with the individual 
members if they come home witn- 
out final action. 


No one likes to pay taxes, par- 


ticularly higher ones. And there is 
some ground for the argument that 
if congress won't grant all the mon- 
ey 
thf> White House wants, then 


spending will have to be reduced. 


But this argument was taken in- 


to account by the 
tax 
conferees 


when they wrote the bill that tho 
lower chamber has just rejected 
The conferees gave the White House 
urny ab&ut hull the money it want- 
ed; 


Every American knows it costs 


more, and means higher taxes, 
when the nation has to keep on a 
semi-war footing. And the repres- 
entatives who don't work together 
to pass a law which meets a sub- 
stantial part of this cost aren't be- 
ing honest with tho people. It isn't 
very manly to pass all the cost of 
defending today's generation on to 
the youngsters of tomorrow, who 
will have problems of their own in 
addition to any we throw off on 
them. 


Compromise Tax 
Bill Approved 
by Committee 


Washington, Oct. 18 (/Vi — Ad- 


ministration lenders 
today hop-- 


fully cast about for a new compro- 
mise of a multi-billion dollar l,ix 
increase, the master key to quick 
adjournment of congress. 


Although surface indications 
of 


any agreement were lacking, the 
peacemakers seemed 
cautiously 


optimistic of working out a meas- 
ure mutually acceptable to the sen- 
ate and to the Republican-Northern 
Democrat combination that bounce 
the original $3.732,000,000 compro- 
mise tax bill in the house Tues- 
day. 


The conferees were called back 


into session after an 
exploratory 


meeting yesterday which produced 
no tangible results. 


Democratic Leader 
McCormack 


of Mnshachusctts told the house aft- 
er that meeting "it is hoped" th it 
a new compromise will be ready 
by Friday. If that happens, and if 
prompt senate and house approvrl 
are 
forthcoming, 
adjournanv.-nl 


would still be possible on Saturday, 
as originally planned.

"We must first buy the; uroducts 


we sell in our stores." added My- 
ers, "so that increased sales mean 
increased purchases from farm pro 
ducers, many of them in Arkan- 
sas." 
He pointed out that practic- 


ally all products sold in Kroger 
stores are either products of the 
farm or arc processed agricultural 
products. Leading the list of pro- 
ducts purchased annually by Kro- 
ger in Arkansas are beverages, 
peaches, 
strawberries, spinach,

Similar 
tricks lire employed hero by ex- 
ploiters of the radio channels which 
are the property of our people.

Broadcasters, uninhibited by de- 


cency, truth and morals, make the 
most successful operators on our 
air and get the most money. They 
ore more effective for advertising 
purposes because scurrility Is dra- 
matic and compels attention which 
the people will not yield lo con- 
scientious, 
truthful 
discussion. 


These powerful 
individuals 
lire 


seldom al loss (or capitalists wilh 
wares to sell who are indifferent 
to the consequences. 
. - 


These advertising broadcasts are 


in-ranged by advertising agencies, 
some of which have become great, 
undercover powers in the managi!- 
mcnl of our thoughts by slanted; 
radio broadcasts, rich corporations, 
busy with oilier managemenl prob- 
lems, job out their advertising to 
such advertising agencies and, in 
some cases, obviously pay no at- 
Icnlion to the political and moral 
character of the people who ar- 
range their sales propaganda. 


One of our industrial giants, a 


very sensitive man where his own 
vanity is concerned, boasted that 
he had spnet $1,200,000 
of 
our 


money, borrowed from the R. F. C. 
to maintain a program o£ abuse 
composed entirely of lies against 
a patriotic citizen. On examination 
he was unable to reconcile his com- 
placence in this matter with his 
own nortorious touchiness. 


Drew Pearson's motive for try- 


ing to drive James Forrestal out 
of public life is one ol the groat 
taboos of the time. He 
certainly 


acted In collusion and his lies about 
Forcstal, accusing him of cheating 
on his income tax and

away in a cowardly flight as armed 
brigands robbed his wife, were so 
vile that u reaction set in against 
him.

As a final thought, though Pear- 


son lost "sponsors," he was not 
denied the use of our air for nefari- 
ous, hidden purposes. He still has 
free use of it. And the broadcasting 
company which uses our air 
to 


circulate Pearson's frequent men 
dacities, boasts that it does not 
censor any of Us broadcasters. 
They may use our air to snout to 
the multitudes any lie that serves 
their questionable purposes, t
